The bill, which is 4 comprehensive measure 
of 56 clauses, establishes a Road Transport 
Board to acquire, either by agreement or 
—. all bangapn hire road transport 
opera passenger and good services, - 
This Bourd-will then form, with the railway 
companies, a Joint Committee, which will 
pool the road transport and railway receipts 
and co-ordinate transport services. The Joint 
Committee will be subject to the control of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs, and there will 
be also an Appeal Tribunal to prevent the 
making of unreasonable fares, «rates or 
charges, and to ensure efficient economical 
va convenient “transport services to the 
public. * 


NO CHARGE ON FUNDS 


The bill, so far as finatice is concerned, is 
self-contained, and does not impose any charge 
upon public funds. 

The Road Transport Board will consist of 
not less than five, and not more than seven, 
members te wom by the Minister of Home 
Affairs. ey will be persons of wide ex- 
perience, who have shown capacity in trans- 
port, industrial, ¢ommeércial, agricultural or 
financial matters, or in the conduct of public 
affairs. 

A member of either House of Parliament of 
Northern Ireland is disqualified from being a 
member of the Board. Members of the Board 
will not be permitted to hold Transport Stock 
and will hold office on such conditions and 
terms as the Minister of Home Afiairs may 
determine. 

The road transport undertaking of the 
Belfast Corporation and of the Londonderry 
and Lough Swilly Railway are exempt from 
the bill, and also the local carriers in Belfast 
and Londonderry. 

Merchants and manufacturers will be per- 
mitted to carry goods in their own machines. 


POOLED RECEIPTS 


For the purpose of pooling the net receipts 
of the Road Transport Board and the rail- 
ways standard years have been fixed—1932 
for road transport, and the mean of the years 
1924 and 1932 for railways—-and the pool will 
be divided according to the proportions of the 
net receipts in these standard years. 

The Transport Board will have power to 
issue stock to acquire road transport under- 
takings and for raising capital. 
will be in two classes: “ A’ Stock will have 
a fixed prior dividend of 4 per cent., and 
“B”' Stock a cumulative dividend of 4 per 
cent, for two years, and a maximum dividend 
of 6 per cent. Any surplus profits will go to 
the extension of and improvement of trans- 
port services of the Board. 

After the Board is set up no one will he 
permitted to use a motor vehicle for the 
conveyance of passengers or their luggage 
for hire or reward éxcept with the consent of 
the Board and thé approval of the Ministry 
of Home Affairs.

"he cey made a welcome statement in 
road terms of British foreign policy, the 
lines of which ay henceforth be regarded 
as clearly lai¢?down. The Anglo-French 
declaration of’ February 3, to which he 
referred atthe outset, was the programme 
of the two Governments; yesterday’s 
speech expounded, specifically and com- 
prehensively, the policy of the British 
Government. There is, of course, no 
discrepancy between them, and the speech 
should be foliowed, as speeches have not 
always been followed in the past, by a 
| fresh effort to carry the programme 
through. Mr. Macdonald showed that the 
British Government mean to combine a 
close union with France and Italy, with a 
determined attempt to include Germany 
in the community of nations on terms of 
perfect equality. The great significance: of 
the February declaration was the pro- 
posed substitution of an agreed settlement 
on armaments for Part V. of the Treaty of 
Versailles, and eyents have since really 
simplified the process, though the brusque- 
ness of German action has made smooth 
collaboration much more difficult. 
The Prime Minister referred in dignified 
terms, with disapprobation, but without 
useless recrimination, to the. successive 
measures of rearmament by land, air and 
sea which the German Government have 
recently announced. The historian, he 
said in a notable phrase, will deal with the 
trends and the causes; the politician has 
to face the actual situation, practically 
and objectivedy. He did not minimise the 
gravity of the German action, and frankly 
expressed the natural annoyance of this 
country, in particular, at the announce- 
ment about submarines, made just at the 
monient when German experts had been 
invited to come to London to discuss naval 
strengths.

It may 
be that soon—as Mr. Sandys, who knows 
post-war Germany well; said last night— 
there will be a better chance of arms 
limitation than there has ever been before. 
Herr Hitler has, in any case, declared 
himself in favour of the limitation and 
the supervision of armaments. The Prime 
Minister ended on a hopeful note. He sees 
chances of appeasement, and he means to 
take them.

The new bill, introduced recently by Mr. 
Sean Lemass (Minister for Industry), to 
amend the Electricity (Sapply) Act of 1927 
extends the powers given in Sections 51, 52 
and 53 of that Act. : 

Section 51, which empowers the Board ‘to 
break up streets, etc, will be so amended 
as to include, and be deemed always to have 
included, power te erect in or on any street, 
road, -railway, or tramway such posts, poles 
and other erections as the Board shall con- 
sider to be necessary or proper for carrying 
or supporting any line, and.the power con- 
Peiend on the Board by the said sub-section 
to break up any street, road, oon pm or 
tramway shall include, and be deemed always 
to have’ included, power to bredk up any 
street, road, railway, or tramway for the 
purpose of erecting therein or thereon posts, 
poles.and other erections. 7
